Pomegranate Trees. 


Mrs. Strong's name first became 
familiar to Californians through her 
cultivation of pampas plants for the 
plumes, which she successfully intro­ 
duced for decorative purposes. 
She 
began 
by setting 
out 
the 
plants 
between rows of 
walnut 
trees in 
twenty-eight acres oj land, and the 
first two years she gathered and sold 
$7000 worth of the plumes. 
One of 
the most beautifal 
exhibits at the 
I Chicago World's Fair, trje 
Isabella 
Pampas Palace, waa cf Mrs. Strong's 
design and building. 
But her agri­ 
cultural efforts are far from being con­ 
fined to the production of pampas. 


1 She has 
orchards- of oranges and 
! other fruits, and is, or was until re- 


i cently, the owner of the largest grove 
! of walnut trees in the world. 


I 
At this time Mrs. Strong is particu- 
j larly interested in two problems—the 
cultivation of pampas 
as a forage 
plant and the growing of pomegran­ 
ates for the tannin they contain. 


She believes that pampas is worth 
more as a food for stock than for the 
plumes it produces, or, at least, that 
the extensive 
introduction 
of the 
plant in the dry valleys of this State 
would be, a boon to stock- raisers. 
(•-Everyone has heard of the pampas of 
South America, which feed so many 
million head of cattle, but not every­ 
one knows that the pampas grass is 
the identical plant which in Califor­ 
nia has been grown for its plume, or 
flower. 
Stock eat the pampas readily 
when the plants are young and ten­ 
der, and its great merit as a forage 
product is that after it is once rooted 
it will stand the longest drouths, and 
be green and fresh when nothing else 
will. 


But it is in pomegranates 
that 
Mrs. Strong feels 
most' interested 
just now, and she is so welt con 
vinced that the rind of the fruit will 
be found commercially valuable tor 
tannin purposes that she is arranging 
to plant several thousand trees. Can- 
;tigre- is grown quite extensively in 
Southern California for this use, but 
Mrs. Strong believes- pomegranates 
are better. 
She has had 
analyses

THE NEW ELECTION LAW. 


The 
Legislatue during its recent 
session added five sections to the 
present election law. 
Three of them 
were general and two ot them were 
confined to Los Angeles and San 
Francisco conjointly, and one to San 
Francisco alone. 


The general laws make some im­ 
portant alterations. They change the 
time for registration, so that it begins 


160 
days tfefore an election and 
closes after 75 days, with privilege of 
transfer of names from one. precinct 
to another until 27 days before the 
election. 
They provide for lists of 
roomers to be furnished by lodging- 
house keepers to the Election Com­ 
missioners for the citation of lodgers 
and the striking of* names from the 
register if the citation is ignored—all 
being directed against the "stuffer" 
industry that booms in the lodging 
house districts of the cities just be­ 
fore elections. 
They provide for re­ 
cording at the time of registration 
any disability that j p a y prevent an 
elector from marking his own ballot. 
They provide for auditing committees 
to be named by independent candi­ 
dates as well as by party conventions. 
They provide for a division of the 
precinct election boards among the 
parties that cast at least 5 per cent 


of the vote in the last 
Presidential 
election, "so that each such political 
party shall have at least one repre­ 
sentative on such board," the remain­ 


ing officers to be divided as nearly 
as may be between the two principal 
parties. 
They provide for the de­ 
struction of the unused ballots in the 
hands of the County Clerks and the 
cancellation of unused and spoiled 
ballots in the hands of the election 
officers immediately on the closing of 
the polls, that no substitution of 
ballots may be made 
and Ahey pro 
vide that the clerk who .enters the 
last tallies on the tally sheet shall 
draw two heavy lines in ink from the 
last tglly mark in each» line to the J 
end of the line and sign his initials, 
that no additions shall be made to 
the tallies after the count is closed. 


NOW IT IS READY. 


Within sixty days two or three 
thousand men and hundreds of teams 
will be at work grading and laying 
rails for the San Joaquin Valley and 


San Francisco Railroad. 
The ulti 
matum wa» reached yesterday and 
the road will now be pushed from 
Stockton to Bakersfield just as rapidly 
as the work can be done. 
There is 
no bridging or tunneling to be done 
on this portion of the road, and the 
work will be done 
very 
rapidly. 


Within sixty days after work has 
been commenced it will be hauling 
freight, thus making the road help 
pay for itself as it is being con 
structed. 
This is glorious news for 
California, and means an entirely new 
era in its prosperity. 
From now on 
new manufactories will be built and 
new enterprises, ot all kinds will 
spring up. 
Eastern capital will find 
its way to this glorious country and 
hundreds of thousands of people will 
come to Califprnia and make their 
homes among us. 
Large tracts of 
land that now serVe as pasture land 
will be dotted with little homes and 
the fields will be covered with golden 
grain, while the* hillsides 
will be 
covered 
with fruit 
trees ihafwill 
yield 41 .good . income 
to 
their 
owners. 
The building of the valley 
road-means that we will surely have 
a competing road to the East in a 
Very short time, &nd that means a 
great deal of money for California, 
because it will give us a market 
where the demand always exceeds 
the supply, and fruit and produce 
can be laid down at a rate that will 
allow the farmer and the fruit raiser 
to realize a fair profit upon what they 
ship to the Eastern States.
